New  York,  etc,  it  is  Hlill  a  novelty  here  to  see  an 
artistH  best  works  dis[)osed  of  in  this  numner,  Mr.  Martin  is  per- 
forniin>i  a  public  service  in  introducint^  the  custom  of  disjiosin^  l)y 
auction  of  the  orif^inal  pictures  by  which  an  artist's  reputation  is 
lornied,  as  h(!  is  lur.v  doinf^,  before  departing  for  New  York  for  tbc 
winter.  Jiut  if  is  hoped  tluit  the  art  lovinj^  public  is  suflicientlv 
enlightened  as  to  the  difference  l)etween  the  cheaj)  factory-nuulo 
pictures  which  are  imported  constanlly  in-  larye  (pnmtities  ex- 
jjreasiy  for  auction  sales,  and  those  orij^inal  sij^nctl  works  painted 
froin  nature  on  wliich  an  artist's  sucress  deiiends.  And  be  ferls 
sure,  tliat  as  tliose  who  purchased  at  his  former  sale  three  years 
a<;o  have  found  ttie  viilue  of  ids  pictures  to  be  constantly  iiicrcas- 
ini4,  so  they  will  lind  the  pictures  now  offered,  (chielly  painted  dur 
in^  the  last  tliree  years  to  be  a  i^ood  and  profitable  investment,  in 
addition  to  their  value  as  means  of  culture  and  ornaments  of  those 
homes  of  taste  for  which  our  city  is  so  justly  celebrated.
